DRASTIC RULES IN 
STOCK MARKET BILL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—With 
formal support from President 
Roosevelt expected late this after- 
noon, Chairman Fletcher of the 
Senate Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee today introduced the admin- 
istration’s stock-market regulation 
bill. It was far more drastic than 
had been expected. 

The Fietcher bill goes far beyond 
the recommendations of the Com- 
merce Department Committee re- 
port, which proposed to lodge broad 
discretionary powers in the hands 
of the Federal Trade Commission. 
The measure introduced today con- 
tains 49 pages and after dealing in 
great particularity with practices 
on the stock exchanges, seeks to 
reguiate the issuance of securities 
and the activities of officials of cor- 
porations who use their “inside” 


of the entire American public that 
the operation of the securities ex- 
changes shall never again intensify 
a business depression, or help pre- 
cipitate a business depression. 


“There is no desire to hurt the 


few hundred men who have been 
obtaining year after year princely 
incomes out of the pockets of the 
American people through the opera- 
tion of exchanges not subject to 
Government regulation. But while 
there was no desire to hurt these 
men, the bill was drafted on the 
theory that the interests of the 
general public are paramount and 
that an end must be put to any 
mulcting of the general public for 
the benefit of a few insiders.

lation is likely to be that the in-

BY CITY WATER 
DEPARTMENT 


Receipts for Last Nine Months 
Were $2,687,023, Increase 
of $106,968. 


Expenses of the water depart- 
ment during nine months of the fis- 
cal year ended Jan. 9, were $280,- 
479 less than in the corresponding 
period of the previous year and re- 
receipts were $106,965 more, Water 
Commissioner Daily said today. Ex- 
penses for the period were $1,445,- 
876, and receipts, $2,687,023. 

Daily said the saving was effect- 
ed by dismissing about 200 em- 
ployes at the beginning of the year, 
and other economies. Increased re- 
ceipts were attributed to efforts to 
collect overdue bills. Several ho- 
tels, Daily said, have permitted 
large water bills to accumulate, and 
one man who owns several hotels, 
owes about $5000.

“FROM LIQUOR LICENSE SALE. 


Only 20 Permits for Sale by the 
Drink Have Been Issued, 
Becker Says. 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 9.—An 
average of $3000 is pouring into the 
State Treasury daily from the is- 
suance of licenses under the new 
State liquor laws, E. J. Becker, 
Control Supervisor, said today. 

To date, not a single hard liquor 
distillery has been licensed to oper- 
ate in the State, although two non- 
resident distilleries have been li- 
censed to sell] their product in Mis- 
souri. 

The greatest number of licenses 
have been for sale by the package, 
133 having been issued. Three per- 
mits to sell on railroad trains have 
been issued, 30 to wholesalers of all 
kinds of liquor, 23 wholesale beer 
permits, 20 licenses to sell intoxi- 
cants by drink, and 38 to retail 
5 per cent beer. 

Becker reiterated that he would 
limit sale by the drink to hotels, 
cafes and other eating places.

existence in fact and was not an 
obligation of the North Kansas City 
terminal companies. 

He described the RFC’s search 
for the alleged obligation, which O.

Murphy said he was first in- 
formed authoritatively only several 
weeks ago that the interest was 
carried on the books of the North 
Kansas City companies as an open 
account, adding that book records | 
did not necessarily indicate a legal 
obligation. It had been suggested 
by another witness that the book 
records were for income-tax pur- 
poses. 

Assignments a Precaution. 

Max Truitt, local counsel for the 
RFC, exhibited assignments from 
the. Armour-Swift interests of all 
epen accounts and other indebted- 
ness of the companies to Terminal 
Shares, Inc., a subsidiary of the Van 
Sweringen’s Alleghany Corpora- 
tion, and asked Murphy if the open 
accounts were tramsferred to Mis- 
souri Pacific by Terminal Shazres. 
Murphy said the assignments, 
which Van Sweringen had described 
as “slop overs,” were made as a 
précaution to insure acquirement 
by Terminal Shares of all interests 
in the terminal companies and that 
Missouri Pacific got everything 
that Terminal Shares got. 

“But if you were so careful to 
get everything from Armour-Swift, 
why weren't you just as careful to 
transfer everything to the Mis- 
souri Pacific?” Truitt asked. “I 
was,” Murphy replied. “The as- 
signments gave us. nothing—they 
were just a sweep-up.” 

“Then you did a pointless thing?” 
“Yes, except there was a third 
party interest—that of the Burling- 
ton Railroad.” 

Murphy said he had not hown 
of the book records of the interést 
account because the North Kansas 
City companies had been purchased 
on the warranty of « balance sheet 
furnished by the Armour-Swift in- 
terests. Hugh J. Curran, head of 
the North Kansas City companies, 
had testified that the balance sheet 
did not correspond fully to the 
book records, but did so taking into 
consideration the payment of cer- 
tain notes.

Cut to Protect Consumers. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Follow- 
ing is the text of President Roose- 
yelt’s message to Congress yester- 
day proposing a sugar control pro- 


ram: 

4 Steadily increasing sugar produc- 
fon in the continental United 
States and in insular regtons has 
created a price and marketing sit- 
uation prejudicial to virtually every- 
one interested. Farmers in many 
areas are threatened with low 
prices for their beets and cane, and 
Cuban purchases of our goods have 
dwindled steadily as her shipments 
of sugar to this country have de- 
clined. 

“There is a school of thought 
which believes that sugar ought to 
be on the free list. This belief is 
based on the high cost of sugar to 
he American consuming public. 

“The annual gross value of the 
sugar crop to American beet and 
cane growers is approximately 
$60,000,000. Those who believe in 
the free importation of sugar say 
that the two cents a pound tariff 
js levied to protect this sixty milk 
lion dollar crop and that it costs 
our consuming public every year 
more than 200 million dollars to 
afford this protection. 

“I do not at this time recommend 
placing sugar on the free list. I 
fee] that we ought first to try out 
a system of quotas with the three- 
fold object of keeping down the 
price of sugar to consumers, of pro- 
yiding for the retention of beet 
and cane farming within our conti- 
nental limits, and also to provide 
rainst further expansion of this 
bcessarily expensive industry. 

Disorganized Production. 

“Consumers have not benefited 
from the disorganized state of sug- 
ar production here and in the in- 
sular regions. Both the import 
tariff and cost of distribution, 
which together account for the ma- 
jor portion of the consumers’ price 
for sugar, have remained relatively 
constant during the past three years. 

“This situation clearly calls for 
remedial action. I believe that we 
can increase the returns to our own 
farmers, contribute to the economic 

habilitation of Cuba, provide ad- 

Iouate quotas for the Philippines, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the Vir- 
gin Islands, and at the same time 
prevent higher prices to our own 
consumers, | 

“The problem is difficult but can | 
be solved if it is met squarely and | 
if small temporary gains are sac- | 
rificed to ultimate general advan- 
tage. 

“The objective may be attained 
most readily through amendment 
of existing legislation. The Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act should be 
amended to make sugar beets and 
sugar cane basic agricultural com- 
modities. It then will be possible 
to collect a processing tax on sugar, 

e proceeds of which will be used 
b compensate farmers for holding 
their production to the quota level. 
A tax of less than one-half cent per 
pound would provide sufficient 
funds. 

Consumer Compensation. 

“Consumers need not and should 
not bear this tax. It is already 
within the executive power to re- 
duce the sugar tariff by an amount 
equal to the tax. In order to make 
certain that American consumers 
shall not bear an increased price due 
to this tax, Congress should provide 
that the rate of the processing tax 


y which the tariff on sugar is re- 
duced below the present rate of im- 
port duty. 

“By further amendment to the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act, the 
Secretary of Agriquiture should be 
given authority to license refiners, 
importers and handler- to buy and 
sell sugar from the various produc- 
ing areas only in the proportion 
Which recent marketings of such 
areas bear to total United States 
Colsumption. 

“The average marketings of the 
Past three years provide on the 
Whole an equitable base, but the 
base period should be flexible 
——— to allow slight adjustments 
as between certain producing areas. 

“The use of such a base would 
allow approximately the following 
reliminary and temporary quotas:

“In addition to action made pos- 
sible by such legislative and treaty 
chafiges, the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture already has authority to enter 
into codes and marketing agree- 
ments with manufacturers hich 
would permit savings in. manufac- 
turing and distributing costs. If 
any agreements or codes are en- 
tered into, they should be in such 
form as to assure that producers 
and consumers share in the result- 
ing savings.

Senator Costigan (Dem.), Colorad», 
a former member of the Tariff 
Commission, said yesterday that as 
a result of his long experience with 
the “perplexing sugar problems,” 
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he was convinced “that President 
Roosevelt and the Department of 
Agriculture are inaugurating a prec- 
edent and program which, with due 
allowances for different views, is so 
balanced that it gives promise of 
sounder economic conditions in the 
United States and our island terri- 
tories and possessions.” 

For the domestic industry, espe-. 

cially the growers, he said, the “sav- 
ing anchor” of_the plan was the in- 
clusion of sugar cane and beets as 
basic commodities and broadening 
the President’s powers to reduce 
the tariff on sugar. 

An amendment to carry this out 
was proposed by Costigan some 
time ago. He said it would make 
possible a “program of moderate 
but better and more stable prices 
for sugar farmers without increased 
prices to American consumers—de- 
cidedly novel in the history of sugar 
tariffs and of agricultural relief.” 

After the President’s sugar mes- 
sage was read in the House, Chair- 
man Jones (Dem.), Texas, said hear- 
ing on a bill to be introduced to 
carry out the recommendations 
would be deferred until after hear- 
ings on the Bankhead cotton con- 
trol legislation scheduled for next 
week. 

Jones also said the sugar Dill 
would not come up for considera- 
tion until after the measure making 
cattle a basic commodity under the 
AAA was through Congress. The 
cattle bill was passed by the House 
Monday and is pending in the Sen- 
ate.

Entitled “Scandals,” Booklet Alleges Attempt 
Is Being Made to Build Political

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Charges 
of graft, corruption and gross 
waste of public funds have been 
made against the Civil Works pro- 
gram by the Republican National 
Committee in a pamphlet entitled 
“CWA Scandals.” It calls for a 
speedy end of the emergency work- 
giving organization. 

The pamphlet says: 

“The CWA should be liquidated 
at the earliest possible moment. 
There should be no temporizing 
with those who demand its contin- 
uance. By the admission of its own 
officials, it is saturated with cor- 
ruption, and so honeycombed with 
political favoritism that there is no 


hope of its being renovated. 

“It was in the newspaper inter- 
view which Mr. Hopkins (Harry L. 
Hopkins, Civil Works Administra- 
tor), had with the newspaper cor- 
respondents on Nov. 22 that the 
opinion was expressed that: ‘If the 
CWA is continued, the politicians 
will find a way to make it an al- 
most 100 per cent patronage af- 
fair.’” 

$10,000,000 a Day Expense. 

The pamphlet says that if those 
on CWA payrolls can not find em- 
ployment in private industry or in 
the Public Works program they 
should be returned to relief rolls. 
It adds: 

“If this administration cannot 
successfully shoulder the responsi- 
bility of conducting an organization 
dedicated to square dealing among 
the nation’s needy, involving the 
expenditure of over $10,000,000 a 
day, without the graft and discrim- 
ination which marks that organiza- 
tion (the Civil Works/ Administra- 
tion), then it should disavow the re- 
sponsibilty altogether and pass the 
care of the needy back to local and 
state agencies which handled the 
situation in the first place.” 

The pamphlet attacks the Roose- 
velt administration policies, eco 
nomic and financial, as an impedi- 
ment to business recovery. It says: 
“Because of the continuation 
throughout the winter of the ad- 
ministration’s financial policies and 
its harrassment of legitimate busi- 
ness and industry, normal condi- 
tions have not returned. 

“If the administration will adopt 
a sane financial policy, if it will 
stop experiment with economic the- 
ories which run contrary to all 
business experience and common 
sense, if it will disabuse its mind 
of the belief that the individual or 
the corporation which has a dollar 
is the natural enemy of the one 
which has not, and get rid of its 
advisers who continually promul- 
gate that theory, there will be no 
need of a continuation of the CWA 
because in that event private em- 
ployment will soon take up the ab- 
normal slack in the field of labor. 

Charges Political Motives. 
“But whether it does this or not, 
it is unthinkable that the CWA be} 
continued beyond the shortest time 
necessary to bring its affairs to an 
orderly close. To de so would be 
publicly to proclaim what is now 
being freely stated privately, name- 
ly, that the administration intends 
to use the CWA as a political ma- 
chine to control the 1934 elections.

House Group Summons Hopkins to 
CWA Policies. 

Harry L. Hopkins has been sum- 
moned to appear before the House 
Expenditures Committee to explain 
Civil Works Administration poli- 
cies and his appearance is expected 
to be followed by the heads of other 
emergency organizations, 

The House Committee’s decision to 
call Hopkins came yesterday after 
Representative Gifford of Massa- 
chusetts, ranking Republican on the 
committee, had taken the House 
floor twice to assail the refusal of 
Chairman Cochran of St. Louis, to 
call a meeting to consider such a 
summons. 

The committee’s session was a 
stormy one. A motion by Gifford 
to require the appearance of the 
heads of emergency organizations 
resulted in a tie vote, and the sug- 
gestion that “we take them up one 
at a time.” A second motion, to 
summon Hopkins, was offered and 
adopted. The Civil Works Admin- 
istrator thereon was asked to notify 
the group when he would prefer to 


appear. 

Later Gifford said’ he would con- 

tinue to press for the appearance be- 
fore the committee of executives of 
the Agriculture Adjustment Admin- 
istration, the Home Loan Bank 
Board and Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
poration, and other emergency re- 
lief organizations to explain “their 
success or failure.”

Consolidated Aircraft Co.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9. — The 
House Military Affairs Committee 
was told today that one contractor 
made such a big profit on his army 
business that he agreed to sell 50 
additional airplanes to the Army 
for a dollar apiece. The contractor 
was the lidated Aircraft Co. 
of Buffalo, N. Y., the committee 
heard. 

Brigadier - General H. Conger 
Pratt, in charge of airplane pro- 
curement for the Army, said that 
an army audit in 1927 showed Con- 
solidated had made a total profit of 
46.1 per cent, or $675,588, on its Ar- 
my contracts. 

When that was discovered, Pratt 
added, an officer of the company 
was called into conference with the 
Chief of the Air Corps and agreed 
to sell the Government 50 addition- 
al planes at a cost of $1 each. 

“The base contract price on that 
type of airplane was $6000, so the 
contractor returned to the Govern- 
ment in the neighborhood of $300,- 
000,” Pratt added. 

Woodring on Stand. 

Testimony that private contrac- 
tors since 1926 averaged 19.8 per 
cent profit on Army airplane busi- 
ness was given by Harry H. Wood- 
ring, Assistant Secretary of War. 

Since 1926, Woodring added, army 
airplane purchases on which the 
198 per cent profit was made to- 
taled “about $61,000,000.” 

In the last three and a haif 
years, he continued, the contracts’ 
totai had been $24,500,000 “and the 
average profit brought down to 
about 8.9 per cent.” 

Discussing a $7,500,000 allocation 
of Public Works funds for army 
airplane purchases, Woodring said, 
“there have been many airplane 
men in my office saying they would 
uke to see production contracts on 
@ more competitive basis.” 

Consequently, Woodring con- 
tinued, “I insisted, after hours of 
conference, that those interested 
get together to see if we could ad- 
vertise for the planes on a competi- 
tive basis.” 

“We've advertised,” Woodring 
said, “and those bids are in but 
have not been valuated and the re-

Details ef Audit. 

A Government audit showing that 
private contractors had made prof- 
its as high as 90 per cent on army 
airplane odrers has been submitted 
to members of Congress. 

The 90 per cent profit was cred- 
ited to the Boeing Airplane Co. for 
its 1932 contract work. From 1928 
through eight months of 1933, the 
auditors figured Boeing’s total army 
airplane sales were $4,529,208, and 
its average profit 32 per cent. 

The House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee will investigate these figures.

FOUR BALKAN NATIONS SIGN 
NON-AGGRESSION TREATY

ATHENS, Feb. 9. — The Balkan 
non-agegression pact was signed for- 
mally today by representatives of 
Turkey, Greece, JugoSlavia and 
Rumania. 

The absence of envoys from Bul- 
garia and Albania cast a shadow 
over the ceremony in the historic 
audience chamber of the Greek 
Academy, but it was said Bulgaria 
might accept later.

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READ with interest the account of 

the speech by Walter B. Weisen- 
burger, president of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in the Jan. 28 issue of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

1 fully agree with Mr. Weisenburger 
that we have entirely too many small and 
inefficient school units, which are not 
only a burden to the local taxpayers, but 
aiso to the State. Likewise, we have too 
many gas stations, restaurants and ham- 
burger stands. The public pays the bill 
for this inefficiency just as it does in 
the case of inefficient school units. 

il think, perhaps, the total cost of in- 
efficient school units to the State—and 
St. Louis—has been over-estimated. Milus 
Davis, County Superintendent of Schools 
in New Madrid County, states that the 
averege annual salary in the rural dis- 
tricts of that county was $348, or $29 per 
month for the year. An investigation re- 
veals that there are over 3000 districts 
in the State which had less than $280 
last year to operate an eight-month 
term of school. Even though we have 
some uneconomical and inefficient 
schools, one can readily see that the cost 
to the State—and St. Louis—is not con- 
siderab] I think the foregoing facts, 
which can be duplicated in over half the 
counties of the State, reveal that the real 
sufferers, under the present antiquated 
system of school administration in the 
rural areas, are the children living in 
those sections and not the taxpayers of 
the State. 


Mr. Weisenburger also seems disturbed 
because rural] tax valuations were de- 
creased during the depression. Studies 
made by President M. G. Neal, Univer- 
sity of Idaho, while he was dean of the 
Ccilege of Education at Missouri Univer- 
sity. reveal that the assessed valuatidns 
in rural Missouri were nearer the true 
valuation than were the assessed valua- 
tions in the City of St. Louis. 

Mr. Weisenburger is also appalled at 
the figure of a $12,000,000 State fund to 
educate 600,000 Missouri school children, 
which is $20 per pupil. It might inter- 
est you to know that the State of New 
York this year disbursed $100,000,000 to 
the public schools of that State, while 
Missouri disbursed less than $3,000,000. 
You will note that New York spent ap- 
proximately 10 times as much capita 
for education than was spent by Mis 
souri this year. The bill supported by 
the “school bloc” in Missouri was very 
similar to that passed in New York State 
while Mr. Smith was Governor. Mr. 
Weisenburger might also*be interested 
te know that the New York City Cham- 


’ ber of Commerce did not oppose this leg- 


islation.

The fact that the 1931 act aims to pro- 
vide tax equalization, as wel] as equali- 
zation of educational opportunity, is over- 
looked. Why should not a parent living 
in a poor district obtain approximately 
the same educational opportunity for his 
children upon a given tax rate as is 
given‘the children of a parent living in a 
wealthy district? In my county—St. 
Francois—the wealthiest district, Ran- 
doiph, has an assessed valuation of $15,- 
238 per child in school, the poorest dis- 
trict, De Lassus, a valuation of only $1507 
back of each child-in school. The guar- 
antee upon a 20-cent levy, as provided 
in the 1931 act, makes it possible for a 
child in De Lassus school district to have 
somewhat the same school advantage of 
a child living in Randolph district. If 
it were net for this tax equalization pro- 
vision, the tax rate in De Lassus would 
have to be 10 times as high as in Ran- 
doiph in order to provide equal educa- 
tional opportunities. Both of the above- 
mamed school districts levy the constitu- 
tional tax limit.

Mr. Weisenburger likewise states that 
the 1931 legislation which the “school 
bloc pulled” caused the rural areas to 
reduce their tax rate. Mr. Davis states 
that, in New Madrid County, 815 per cent 
of the districts voted the constitutional 
tax limit. 

In St. Francois County, the school tax 
rates from the 10 high school districts 
are as follows: Fiat River, 1.20; Far- 
mington, 1.40;. Elvins, 1.45; Esther, 1.90; 
Leadwood, 1.50; Bonne Terre, .87; Frank 
Clay, 1.35; Desloge, 2.00; Doe Run, 1.30; 
Bismarck, 1.55. All but one of the dis 
tricts—Bonne Terre—voted the constitu- 
tional limit. Out of 45 country school 
districts, all but five levy the constitu- 
tional tax rate limit. St. Louis is still 
315 cents under that limit. 

I feel it is unfortunate that the St.

steel company executives to “resist all attacks” on 
their company unions should make evident to every- 
one how basically important the question is. 

‘There are two major aspects of the company union 
problem as it appears before the country now. The 
first is not whether Section 7A of the Recovery Act 


in his dealings with the railroad companies, says 
frankly that information which he has compiled from 
the response of railroads to his questionnaire shows 
many such organizations are not organized and op 
erated in accordance with the law.

their employers are violating Section 7A. Nothing, 
as we have said before, is fairer or more just, and 
any employer who intends to comply with the Re 
covery Act will welcome the Government's interest 
and help. 

The second major aspect concerns the efficacy of 
the company union as a labor organization. Im- 
partial studies by the Russell Sage Foundation have 
shown that company unions have little in common 
with national trade unions, either as to functions or 
aims. Being unaffiliated with a larger group, mem- 
bers of company unions can take no part in com- 
prehensive labor welfare programs. They must con- 
fine their activities to the plant at which their mem- 
bers are employed, a limitation which preverits them 
from helping other workers who need the benefits of 
organization and aid from the outside. 

Another serious defect of the company union is 
that it provides a system which is not conducive to 
labor leadership. Company, union officials are not 
so rhuch of the workers’ choosing as of the employ- 
ers who pay them. It is plain that the workers’ 
interests are better served when they are free to 
name their officers and to contribute the dues which 
reward these officers for activity and vigilance in 
behalf of labor. The disadvantages which members 
of a company union face when they strike against 
unfair working conditions are too obvious to mention. 

Labor, if it would advance itself, will take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity to root out unionism 
which is not bona fide. Industria] leaders, if they 
mean what they profess, will accept the President’s 
election plan. Government, if it is not to be the 
servant of special interests, will not yield an inch. 

The company union issue must be settled sooner 
or later, and the sooner the better for all concerned.

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THE DENTAL SOCIETY'S FINE PLAN. 


An unprecedented plan to provide dental atten- 
tion for school children has been adopted by the St. 
Louis Dental Society and has been approved by the 
City Health Division, which promises full co-opera- 
tion. The plan evolves from a survey made last 
year of 119,000 school children, which showed that 
95 per cent of them were in need of dental care. 
Examinations were not made of 30,000 other school 
children, but if their dental faults are in the same 
proportion, some 140,000 children altogether have dis- 
eased mouths. 

The Dental Society proposes to treat the children, 
inviting the enlistment of every ethical practitioner, 
and has set up three classes of patients: those who 
are able to pay the regular fees; those who are able 
to pay a new scale adopted for this plan by the so 
ciety; those who are unable to pay any fee. The new 
scale adopted, which presumably will govern in most 
cases, is exceedingly reasonable: $1 for prophylaxis: 
25 cents to $1 for extractions; $1 per tooth for treat- 
ment of decay, and so on. : 

While the plan has never been followed before in 
an American city, a similar plan, with regard to med- 
ical treatment, has been established in Detroit under 
the leadership of Dr. Henry F. Vaughan, Health Com- 
missioner. The effect of the Detroit plan has been 
practically to eliminate all free clinics, transferring 
their activities to the offices of practitioners in all 
parts of the city, and to assure the public of ade 
quate preventive medical service, regardless of i 
ability to pay. 

The City Health Division, of course, will play an 
important part in the dental project. It will try to 
obtain an appropriation for the purchase of materia!: 
will handle all records; will take means to inform the 
public, and will distribute in schools the names of co- 
operating dentists, so that children may find in their 
own neighborhoods dental offices to go to.

servation policy will in time give the whole nation 
what the sportsmen of Pennsylvania have given their 
State. They have an abundance of game and fish. 
They raise it and protect it. The income from hunt- 
ing and fishing licenses alone is sufficient to main- 
tain such a policy, and the men who pay for hunting 
and fishing licenses are glad to do it. They get some 
thing for their money. 

There are some 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 American 
hunters and even more fishermen, Their united 
support can make ¢ertain the success of the conserva- 
tion program at Washington. The game situation in 
the United States has become serious. It has result- 
ea in drastic proposals to limit sport, such as the 
proposal to stop the feeding of ducks and geese on 
hunting grounds. The Roosevelt administration has 
had the good sense to turn its batk upon this nega- 
tive policy and get behind a sound conservation pol- 
icy, under which there will be more game. 

There are three bills now before Congress which 
belong to this general plan. They are Senator Joseph 
T. Robinson's wild life refuge bill, No. 2277, which 
will establish fish and game sanctuaries in the na- 
tional forests and on other public lands; the duck 
stamp bill, prepared by a special Senate committee 
on wild life resources, now House bill No. 5632; the 
co-ordination bill, introduced by the same commit- 
tee, to co-ordinate conservation activities of the sev- 
eral Federal] departments. This last bill has passed 
the Senate and been approved by a House committee. 

A fund of $25,000,000 has been set aside by the 
President for the purchase of submarginal lands, suf- 
ficiently watered for waterfowl. -This money is to 
be divided among the states, no parcel of more than 
10,000 acres‘to be accepted. It is an opportunity for 
all sportsmen, and they must be alive to it. :

GERTRUDE STEIN OPCRA 
MAKES IT WELL Flt 


Or Words to That Effect— 
‘Four Saints in Three Acts’ 
Given at Hartford. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 9. — 


“Four Saints in Three Acts,” one of 
the strangest musical spectacles 
ever produced on any stage, had its 


world premiere last night in the 
auditorium of the new Avery Me 
morial Museum. 

The music was written by Virgil | 
Thomson to the libretto of Gertrude 
Stein. Both are American writers 
who have lived for years in Paris. 

The scenery for this modern op- 
era is made of cellophane of vari- 
ous shapes and patterns. Almost 
continuous change of lighting takes 
the place of the usual changes in 
sets. The cast is made up entirely 
of Negroes, who were chosen be- 
cause the composer believes their 
diction and singing clearer than 
those of whites. 

30 Saints, Not 4—4 Acts, Not 3. 

The opera, despite its title, proved 
to be in four acts and a prologue. 
Instead of four Saints there were 
more than 30 Saints in the cast. 
The stary was not intelligible ex- 
cept to those who were initiated 
‘into the mysteries of the style of 
Gertrude Stein. Here is how the 
libretto begins: 

To know to know to love her so. 

Four saints prepare for saints. 

It makes it, well fish. 

Four saints it makes it well fish. 

Four saints prepare for saints it 

makes it well well fish it makes 

it well fish prepare for saints. 

And so forth. 

Late in the prologue the whole 
cast suddenly breaks out into: 

“My Country "Tis of Thee, Sweet 
Land of Liberty, of Thee I Sing.” 

Just what this had to do with 
the dramatic situation was hard to 
say, but it did not matter much. 
The whole prologue, as near as 
the uninstructed spectator could 
make out, was a sort of Sunday 
school picnic. 

Hymn-Like, Then Jazzy. 

The spirit was frequently inter- 
luded with a more devotional at- 
mosphere which appeared often 
throughout the opera. The religious 
mood was intensified by the orches- 
tration, which had a piano accor- 


The chorus and cast periodically 
broke out into hymn-like music, and 
with equal regularity suddenly 
changed to joyous, almost jazzy, 
tunes. 

The principal characters are St. 
Ignatius and St. Teresa. The lat-

All the characters on the stage, 

however, played their roles with 
the utmost seriousness. 
The composer, Thomson, has long 
been a friend of Miss Stein as well 
as an admirer of her curious works. 
It was at his request that the lib- 
retto was written. The opera was 
completed several years ago. Its 
revolutionary style postponed pro- 
duction until its cause was recently 
espoused by a Hardford organiza- 
tion called “The Friends and Ene- 
mies of Modern Music,” headed by 
A. Everett Austin Jr., who spon- 
sored the production. 

After playing for five perform- 
ances in three days to sold-out 
houses in Hartford, the opera is 
scheduled to go to New York City.

this particular subject. His deal- 
ings with women in authority have 
always turned out badly; whenever 
subject to their power, he has 
“been made to suffer.” Further- 
more, he does not find them as 
good companions as men, since 
they are not as amusing or well in- 
formed; they sulk, nourish strange 
grievances, and are -vergiven to 
quarreling.

AIN in the stomach, or, zs it 
p should be more accurately de- 

scribed, pain arising within the 
gastro-intestinal tract, may be 
caused by a large number of condi- 
tions, not a few of which are out- 
side the digestive tract. 


For example, nearly all of the so- 
called sudden deaths allegedly due 


to acute indigestion have virtually 


nothing to do with indigestion, but 
are in reality due to heart dis-ase. 
So, also, some individuals cor plain 
of indigestion who really have seri- 
ous disease of the heart. 


Abdominal pain which is endur- 
ing suggests the existence of serious 
disease, peptic ulcer being the most 
common cause of this form of dis- 
turbance. 

‘Peptic ulcers give a fairly eom- 
mon cljnical picture. The sufferers 
report pain occurring at fairly regu- 
lar intervals after meals. The quan- 
tity of the food consumed seeris to 
affect the nature of the pain. The 
pain is relieved by vomiting if and 
when vomiting occurs, and alew by 
alkalies. 

The tendency for the ulcer to un- 
dergo what might be called tempo- 
rary, spontaneous healing, at icast 
as far as the symptoms are con- 
gerned, with subsequent reappear- 
ance, is another characteristic 
symptom of the condition. 

One important cause of. pair 
which is referred to the gastrc-in- 
testinal tract is the so-called ner- 
vous gastralgia. In this condition 
there.is no demonstrable organic 
disturbance in the gastro-intesiina! 
tract. 

Nevertheless, as has been demon- 
strated in the research laboratory 
and by careful clinical studies, emo- 
tional disturbances do produce in 
the susceptib'e individual sensa- 
tions of pain which are by hin re-
